WEIBAIWEI TREATY. 


BRITAIN RETAINS USE FOR 
TEN YEARS. 


" Nanking, Apr. 21. 

The Weihaiwei rendition treaty 
includes two parts, one the conven- 
tion and one the agreement, with 
more than twenty articles alto- 
gether. 

The convention provides that 
Weihaiwei, with its properties, shail 
be returned to China without com- 
pensation. 

The agreement provides that 
British warships may use Liukung- 
tao as a summer resort for ten 
years. 

Should the Chinese Government 
decide to use Weihaiwei as a naval 
base, China shall take over Liukung- 
tao at any time. 

This latter point was hotly dis- 
puted in the negotiations, China in- 
sisting that the period be limited 
to five years while Britain wanted 
ten years. —Reuter, 

Nanking, Apr. 21. 

Dr. ©. T. Wang paid a tribute 

to Britain’s friendliness in agree- 
ing to the rendition of Welhaiwei, 
and urged that “the entire nation 
should persevere until all sovereign 
rights have been restored.” 
“The State Council fa understood 
to be considering a proposal to 
convert Weihaiwei into a naval base 
after rendition has been effected.— 
Reuter.

The Achimota Institution 
was started to provide a complete 
education for West African youths 
in their own country and will 
eventually become the university 
for the four West African colonics. 
Transit facilities made a great 
change In the life of the people, , 
who have turned in large numbers 
from porterage to production, On 
the political side Sir Gordon drew 
up a scheme for the employment ; 
of natives in Government posts 
hitherto held by Europeans ani: 
the total rose from three in 1919 
to 38 in 1927, ‘ 


But his most notable work in 
this field was the new constitution 
giving the natives a large share in 
the government, the chief feature 
of which is the provincial councils. 
Some of his measures were criti- 
cised, but his great work was 
appreciated and he had a big 
ovation on his departure. In 1905 
he married the actress Miss 
Decima Moore who ably seconded | 
his efforts, He was_ knighted 
(K.C.M.G.) in 1922.—Reuter and

MOST AMBITIOUS WORK IN

FORMERLY -A DOCTOR. 


London, Apr. 21. 

Dr. Robert Bridges, the Poet 
Laureate, has died at the age of 
eighty-six. 
world a collection of poetry of 
which there are two things to 
be said—first, its studied finish 
and second its unfamiliarity to 
the average reader. The best 
edition ‘of his works fills eight 
volumes,. but it may fairly be 
said that the public knows com- 
paratively little of his verse. 

Dr. Bridges was orginally a doc- 
tor. He was born in October 1844, 
being educated at Eton Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford. He stu- 
died medicine at Bart's where he 
became casualty surgeon, 

He was aflerwards agsistant 
physician at the Children's’ Hospi- 
tal, Great Ormond St. and physi- 
cian at' the Great Northern Hospi- 
tal, London. In 1882, however, be- 
fore he was 40 he retired and went 
to live a quiet life at Boars Hill, 
Oxford. Two years later he marri- 
ced Monica, daughter of Alfred 
Waterhouse, R. A 


His Early Poems, 


He was an exponent of what 


George Mvore called “pure poetry,” 


‘ divesting himself as far as possible 


of subjective appeal and seeking 
to isolate objective beauty. His 
carly poems were privately printed 
and his work for a long time waa 
not known outside a select circle 
of admirers, It is characterised 
by its restraint, purity, precision 
and. delicacy and stands somewhat 
apart from the current of modern 
English verse. 

Hig chief critical works are “Mil- 
ton’s Prosody” and his essay on 


Keats. Hiy best verse is to be 
found in his “Shorter Pooms,” 
“Prometheus the  Fire-Giver,” 
“Eros and Psyche”, “The Growth 
of Love” (sonnets), “Nero”, an 
historical tragedy; “Achilles in 
Scyros”, 2 drama; “Palicio”, a ro- 


mantic drama in the Elizabethan 
manner; “The Return-of Ulysses”, 
a S-act drama; “The Christian 
Captives”, a tragedy; “The Hu- 
mours of the Court’, a comedy; 
“The Feast of Bacchus” and “De- 
meter, 2 Mask” 


Little Inspiration in War, 


In 1913 he was appointed Poct 
Laureate.’ -He ‘found. little -in- 
spiration in the war years, but he 
did, however, publish some occasion- 
al poems during the war, including 
"Ibart Obscurion.” His ather works’ 
include an ede on the Shakespeare 
tercentenary, two anthologies and 
several addresses on poetical sub- 
jects. In the summer of 1920 he 
originated .a letter which wag sub- 
sequently signed by many Oxford 
tutors and professors and s9me 
heads of colleges and was addressed 
to the learned world of Germany, 
being intended as an olive-branch. 
In 1924 he paid a long visit to the 
United States. 

On his 85th bad oa Bey 
published a very lengthy poem, 
“The Testament of Beauty,” the 
most ambitious of his career. . The 
poem, which reaffirms the ancient 
faith in the divine guidance of life 
and the divine destiny of man, suf- 
fered somewhat here and there 
from its attempt to put philosophy 
and sefence into verse, but its non- 
argumentative passages ‘are often 


of rare beauty, It was‘ written in’ 


‘an unfamiliar metre with mild- 
ly phonetic spelling. In June, 1929, 
Bridges received the Order of 
Merit.—Reuter and LBS...
